of 60 cents to one dollar, including 
lime ur flour to mix with poison. 
A saving of one boll per stalk will 
pay that and pay well for the la­ 
bor of putting it on. 
Now, while the situation is easy, 
is the time to get poison. 
It can 
be ordered by mail and delivered 
by freight now and come 
much 
cheaper than if it has to be order­ 
ed by wire and delivered by ex­ 
press later. 
Then, there is the 
danger that it might not )>e pos­ 
sible to get it fast enough if orders 
are not placed until the need arises. 
The only safe thing to do is to 
order poison now at the rate 
of 
four pounds per acre of cotton on 
the farm. 
Then keep 
a 
close 
watch until the worms appear and 
dust in time to save the crop*. 
I am trying to keep in touch with 
poison supplies and prices, 
and 
will be glad to serve all who may 
call on me.

PLAYGROUNDS NEEDED TO PREVENT 
ACCIDENTS AMONG CHILDREN. 


What are you going to do when every available 
baseball site is rapidly becoming an excavation for 
a new home, every street offers a danger in crossing 
with the constant whir of traffic going 
past" 
What are you going to do about the children? How 
aro they going to play without the danger of being 
maimed for life or even worse? 
The Anniston Star has a very interesting piece 
€ f advice along such trend of thought: 
Twenty-one thousand boys and girls less than 
fifteen years of age were killed in accidents hi 
the United States last year and of this number,' 
seven thousand met death on streets and high- 
wr¿3. 
These figures constitute an indictment 
ag iitxt the recklessness of the American people. 
Thí y show the great need for providing ways 
for keepkog children off the streets and high- 
ways wheti at play. 
They emphasize the need 
for well-equipped playground centers in cities, 
towns and communities, not only 
at 
school 
houses during the school period, but all the 
time. 
In announcing the death toll of children as a 
result of accidents, as compiled by the NaHtnml 
Safety Council, C. B. Scott, president of the Chi­ 
cago Courjcil, declared America the most reck­ 
less nation in the world. He sustains the charge* 
by showing that our death rate among children 
as result of accidents is more than twice 
as 
great as that of England and Wales. 
London has a playground in its most densely 
populated district which children have used for 
more than a thousand years. Thefresult is that 
few children are killed in that part of London 
at play in the streets. There is no more danger­ 
ous place anywhere than th<> average city street 
or mucli-uséd country highway for children to 
play, yet hundreds of Anniston children play 
every day in streets in this city where motor 
cars swiftly pass where there is constant danger# 
of being run down. 
Every rural community through which a high­ 
way leads is a danger spot for children at play 
When theyr use the highway, as thousands do 
daily in this and every county in the South. 
Children, even in the country, find it easier to 
play on and along highways because there they 
can find companions more rapidly. In the towns 
that have no organized and equipped playground 
s the children have no other place than the streets 
^ in which to romp and play in the afternoons and j 
during the early evenings. 
Every town of five thousand or more popu­ 
lation needs a centrally located playground for 
j^fowns as large as Anniston need sev­ 
eral. Large cities need, and many of them have,
